Angered by his own governm ent's 
low offer for the alleged diabolical 
invention, which may revolutionize 
warfare, Mathew* packed his bags in 
a huff and announced he was taking 
an airplane to Paris ut noon tp do 
business with the 
French 
govern­ 
ment. 
Home skepticism on the part of the 
British uir m inistry appeared to have 
added to the inventor’s indignation. 
After two hours’ dem onstration yes­ 
terday, held In secret behind barred 
and guarded doors at M athews’ lab­ 
oratory, officials of the m inistry re­ 
ported to the governm ent on the 
m erits of the death ray. 
The 
governm ent 
communicated 
w ith M athews, proposing “another 
sim ple, but more conclusive test." 
The inventor said today that the 
British governm ent had offered him 
only 1,000 pounds for the secret and 
had made its offer conditional upon 
further successful tests. 
In great Indignation he flatly re­ 
fused. 
M athews said he is sorry his own 
country is not to get the death ray, 
which he claim s can kill 
men 
at 
great distances, 
bring 
down 
air­ 
planes and put warships out of com­ 
mission.

LA FOLLETTE’S STATEMENT IN 
FORM OF LETTER TO H. I. 
EKERN 
(By United P ress) 
Washington, May 28.— Sena­ 
tor Robert M. La Follette today 
declared he will have nothing to 
do with the so-called third party 
convention in St. Paul June 17. 
He asked his friends to stay away 
Sixing as the reason the participa­ 
tion of communist organizations in 
the St. Paul convention. 
At the same time LaFollette made 
clear that after the old parties’ con­ 
ventions have been held, unless one 
or both shall have purged themselves 
of evil influences and nominated pro­ 
gressive candidates, 
a 
progressive 
ticket and platform will be offered 
the voters. 
This is taken to indicate that at 
a conference of all progressives of 
all parties in Cleveland, Senator La­ 
Follette will take the field for a na­ 
tion-wide fight. 


Statement in Detail 
LaFollette’s statem ent today takes 
the form of a letter to Attorney Gen­ 
eral H. L. Ekern of Wisconsin, as 
follows: 
“My Dear Mr. Ekern: 
“I have your letter of May 17, say­ 
ing th at many of my friends in Wis­ 
consin are anxious to know my atti­ 
tude toward the Farmer-Labor-Pro- 
greasive convention called to meet at 
St. Paul June 17. 
“I should not feel it incumbent 
upon me to declare my attitude ex­ 
cept that my name is being used by 
the promoters of that convention in 
such a way as to convey the impres­ 
sion that it has my approval and as 
a result some of my friends in differ­ 
ent parts of the country contemplate 
attending the St. Paul convention. 
Because of these facts, I feel it my 
duty to speak my view frankly. 
“I have no doubt that very many 
of those who have participated 
in 
bringing about the St. Paul conven­ 
tion have been actuated by the pur­ 
est desires to promote genuine poli­ 
tical and economic progress. 
“Nevertheless, In my 
judgment, 
the June 17 convention will not com­ 
mand the support of farmers, 
the 
workers or other 
progressives 
be­ 
cause those who have had charge of 
the arrangem ents for this convention 
have committed the fatal error 
of 
making the communists an integral 
part of their organization.

LA FOLLETTE LETTER, SAYS MR. 
FIKE, BACKS UP LATTER’S 
JUDGMENT 


(By United Pres*) 
St. Paul, May 28.— The Min­ 
nesota Farmer-Labor party can­ 
not legally participate in the so­ 
called national third party con­ 
vention here June 17, Fred A. 
Pike, state chairman, indicated 
today. 
“The Farmer-Labor party of Min­ 
nesota has no national 
affiliation, 
and cannot he bound by the action 
of any other convention," he told the 
United Presa today. 
He will hold 
the party aloof from any other ac­ 
tion. 
Tho letter of Senator LaFollette 
advising his friends against partici­ 
pation in the third party meeting 
confirms his judgment that the F ar­ 
mer-Labor party, which originated in 
Minnesota, must decide on its 
own 
choice for president, Pike said. 
“I have Henator LaFollette's let­ 
ter,” read his formal statement. 
“In 
my opinion the progressive sentiment 
of Minnesota is practically unanim­ 
ous for LaFollette for president, and 
his willingness to accept depends on 
the steps to be taken in promoting 
his candidacy.” 
“As to the Farmer-Labor party of 
Minnesota and its relations to the 
national convention, the party will 
undoubtedly hold a state convention 
to nominate electors for 
president. 
That state convention, composed of 
delegates elected by the voters of the 
party in the usual way, will nomin­ 
ate presidential electors and 
these 
will appear on the ballot In Novem 
ber with the Farmer-Labor designa­ 
tion. 
“The candidates so elected will, of 
course, be in agreement with 
the 
sentiment of the convention by which 
they were nominated, so that practi­ 
cally that state convention will be 
the means by which the Farmer-La­ 
bor party of Minnesota will decide 
upon its choice for president. 
“At this time it seems certain that 
the presidential electors so nominat­ 
ed by the state convention will be 
instructed 
for 
LaFollette. 
When 
that is done, the state body will for 
the first time formally enter upon 
the national campaign. 
Until that 
time the Farmer-Labor party of Min­ 
nesota has no national affiliation and 
cannot be hound by the action of any 
other convention.” 
The third party originated in Min­ 
nesota In 1918. 
In the 1920 cam­ 
paign it attained legal status as a 
political party. 
Senators 
Henrik 
Shipstead and Magnus Johnson were 
elected by the party as 
such, 
and 
both are understood to have shied at 
the third party convention to be held 
bere next month.

FROM THE U. S. A. 


SCIENTISTS ARE ASKING GRIN­ 
DELL MATHEWS FOR 
PARTICULARS 


AMERICAN NAVAL ATTACHES TO 
INVESTIGATE HIS 
CLAIMS 
(By United Press) 
Paris, May 28. — Americans 
have entered the race to obtain 
the secret of Grindell Mathews’ 
death ray, Mathews said today. 
With Great Britain, the inven­ 
tor’s own country, and France in 
competition for what is claimed may 
revolutionize war and make the na­ 
tion which holds It supreme. 
Ma­ 
thews today announced that he had 
received a w ritten offer 
from 
the 
United States. 
Other reports said 
the 
National 
Academy of Scientists at Washington 
had cabled the inventor asking par­ 
ticulars and that American naval at­ 
taches here had been ordered to In­ 
vestigate Mathews’ claims. 
American officials here denied that 
the United States government VU in 
any way interested in the ray. 
The 
inventor kept In hiding all day, poa- 
sibly for the purpose of avoiding pro­ 
cess servers.

FRANCE LIKELY TO 
BUY DEATH RAY 
London, May 28.— France appears 
likely to get the death ray invented 
by Grindell Mathews, a Britisher. 
Angered by his own government's 
low ofter tor the alleged diabolical 
invention, which may revolutionize 
warfare, Mathews packed his bags in 
a huff and announced he was taking 
an airplane to Paris at noon tp do 
business with the 
French 
govern­ 
ment. 
Home skepticism on the part of the 
British air ministry appeared to have 
added to the Inventor's indignation. 
After two hours’ demonstration yes­ 
terday, held in secret behind barred 
and guarded doors at Mathews’ lab­ 
oratory, officials of the ministry re­ 
ported to the government on the 
merits of the death ray. 
The 
government 
communicated 
with Mathews, proposing “another 
simple, but more conclusive te a t” 
The inventor said today that the 
British government had offered him 
only 1,000 pounds for the secret and 
had made its offer conditional upon 
further successful tests. 
In great indignation he flatly re­ 
fused. 
Mathews said he is sorry his own 
country is not to get the death ray, 
which he claims can kill 
men 
at 
great distances, 
bring 
down 
air­ 
planes and put warships out of com­ 
mission. 
Meanwhile it develops that the air 
ministry 
has 
been 
experimenting 
with a death ray all its 
own, 
on 
which progress has been made. 
As a parting ultimatum, juat be­ 
fore he took off in an airplane for 
Paris, Mathews announced he had 
relented and would give the British 
government until Friday to accept or* 
reject his Invention.

J u l iu s H. B a r n e s , president of the United States Chamber 
of Commerce, and well known in Duluth where he makes his home, 
is one of the foremost advocates of the proposed memorial to Wal­ 
ter Hines Page—-a graduate school of international relations— to 
be established at Johns Hopkins University. 
Recognizing the need for a complete graduate school which 
will “do in its field what post-graduate schools have already done 
for medicine and law— provide a more systematic science for right 
between nations and better trained men,” more than three-score 
of the nation’s leading educators, publicists, jurists and men of 
world affairs have enlisted in the movement with Mr. Barnes. 
President Coolidge Secretary Hughes and Secretary Hoover 
have expressed their approval of the project. 
A part from the 
opportunity the school will afford students of all nations, as well 
as our own, of completing their studies preparatory to entering 
public life or the diplomatic service, it will provide the nation 
with the first research bureau designed to conduct investigation 
on an extensive basis into the fundamental principles governing 
international life. 
Publication of results of these investigations 
is planned, from time to time, so as to acquaint the people of the 
nation with the factors that aggravate international discord, or 
promote international amity. 
It is in effect a preparatory experience for one wishing to 
enter diplomatic service and it would not harm many an untried 
appointee in such service to take such a course!, insteady of plung­ 
ing headlong into a position where a wrong phrase or an unhappy 
word may plunge two nations into strained relations. 
It will also 
assist every graduate to get a clear conception of this nation’s 
history in diplomatic affairs, its objects and desired accomplish­ 
ments.
